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ABSTRACT 

[0087] A heat source is disposed in a thermally conductive mass for imparting 

heat to the mass. Fluid in a flow path through the mass absorbs heat from the mass. 
Substantially all of the surface area of one or more heater elements forming the heat 
source are insert molded in the mass in direct contact to the mass. The mass may be 
cast using a sub-liquidous temperature material for low porosity and high thermal 
conductivity.
